Stating the Romulus School 
District “has been to (eco- 
nomic) hell and back,” 12-year 
Romulus Community School 
Board incumbents Edward J. 
Wilkerson, 46, and Mary M. 
King, 62. are urging district vo- 
ters to give them new four-year 
terms. 

Both incumbents are citing 
their experience in suc- 
cessfully handling economic 
and educational crises in the 
past. 

The campaign was height- 
ened last weekend as both can- 
didates answered repeated 
questions on the state of the 
district’s financial health. 
They mailed out their official 
campaign materials and also 
pounded in their re-election 
yard signs about the district. 

King, who has retired from 
her job as secretary/rental 
agent for Oakbrook Villa 
Townhouses, stated the fact 
she has been named a certi- 
fied school board member and 
was given an award of distinc- 
tion from the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of School Boards. 

Prior to her rental agent 
job, King worked as a 
computer programmer statisti- 
cian for Burrough Corp. 
i King, wife of Charles E. 
King, is the mother of four chil 
dren and grandmother of three 
grandchildren. Her grand- 
children all attend Romulus 
schools. 

Since first taking her school 
board seat in 1982, King says 
she has been working hard to 
stay abreast of local, county 
and statewide school issues. 

“In addition to our regular 

Monday night meetings, I at- 
tend the Wayne County Asso- 
ciation of School Board 
meetings (where she has been 
a long-time treasurer) and of- 
ten visit the legislature in Lan- 
sing to discuss educational 
issues," she said. 

Since retiring last year,

King said, she has re-invested 
her time in the district schools 
by involving herself in class- 
roofh and leadership pro- 
grams. 

“I know experience counts,” 
King said, and “it counts even 
more in crisis times like these. 
I know where to go for the an- 
swers we need in these finan- 
cially troubled times, and I am 
not afraid to offer new technol- 
ogy concepts to keep our 
computer system at its peak of 
value for students.” 

King said one such possi- 
bility is bringing in satellite 
computer options to local stu- 
dents from universities around 
the nation when financial cuts 
limit other types of studies. 

"We have been through eco- 
nomic hell during the past 12 
years and it looks like some of 
those problems could return 
as a result of so- called school 
finance reforms,” she said. 

King is pleased with the 
campaign style of her oppo- 
nents she refers to as her 
friends, and she is sure the 
high road campaign will con- 
tinue through the remaining 
days of the voter drives.

Her fellow incumbent, Wilk- 
erson, as expected also is cam- 
paigning on the strength of his 
tenure on the board, during 
which time he has served as 
board president and vice pres- 
ident, as well as chairman of 
the board’s finance committee. 

Wilkerson, one of the tough 
questioners on the board, 
states proudly “there were 
times my single voice was in- 
strumental in changing other 
board members’ minds.” 

The veteran trustee also 
stressed that “We must stay fi- 
nancially balanced to assure 
the continuation of all pro- 
grams, because the state’s abil- 
ity to fund education in the 
past has been shabby to say 
the least.” 

At the same time, Wilkerson 
said the district cannot short 
change its students in the field 
of technology, following the 
support district voters have 
given in the past. 

“I made a promise to keep 
staff development, software se- 
lection and program imple- 
mentation at the highest levels

Library millage change 
facing regional study

Members of the City Council 
voted Monday night to name 
five Romulus representatives 
to a Wayne County District Li- 
brary Planning Committee to 
study future needs of the local 
public library. 

County Librarian Douglas 
A. Whitaker appeared with 
City Librarian Diane Hazen to 
explain, “the Wayne County Li- 
brary is being restructured as 
a district library.” 

He said restructuring will 
clarify and strengthen local 
control of library services and 
will allow the library to seek 
district-wide voted millage for 


operating expenses. 

He urged the City Council 
members to join the planning 
committee so that better fund- 
ing plans could be discussed. 
Currently, he said, Romulus 
Public Library is ranked 14th 
out of 14 area libraries in fund- 
ing. 

Whitaker said Romulus Li- 
brary has three options: it can 
remain the same, go indepen- 
dent or become a district li- 
brary. 

“A 1993 survey showed that 
local library members said 
their favorite improvements 
would be the addition of more 
books and library service 
hours, particularly on week- 
ends,” he said. 


Changes in structure would 
allow different millage rates to 
be set some 1 mill and others 2 
mills. 

Whitaker said he will be vis- 
iting the 24 Wayne County Li- 
braries to see how many want 
to join such a planning group. 

Redford Library has al- 
ready dropped out of consid- 
eration, he said, and he 
expects Westland also to nix 
participation 

Others, including Belleville, 
have already agreed to partici- 
pate in the study cycle, he said. 

The resolution to join the 
planning unit was approved by 
a 6-0 vote, with Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry abstaining. 


Group continues well protest

With election day only a 
week away, the Romulus Envi- 
ronmentalists Caring About 
People 'RECAP) citizens 
group spoke out almost with- 
out opposition Monday night, 
as they pressed their vote 
“Yes” campaign in support of 
the environmental protection 
millage issue before the City 
Council and the local cable TV 
cameras. 

R.P. Lilly, a regular RECAP 
weekly speaker, orchestrated a 


loud “PU” refrain with fellow 
group members, as he read 
parts of a letter alleging that a 
well up north owned by Doug 
Wicklund casts a heavy foul 
odor, particularly during the 
summer months. Wicklund 
also is president of the local 
Environmental Disposal Ser- 
vices (EDS). 

Wicklund on Tuesday after- 
noon, downplayed the letter 
stating that the writer “has 
tried to create problems for 
me in the past because he for- 
feited royalties, when we con- 
verted the oil well into a 


disposal well in October 1990.” 

Wicklund said, “It’s been 
sour grapes from him ever 
since and he has threatened to 
write numerous letters against 
me. If there really was a prob- 
lem, the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources would 
have closed the well down.” 

Another RECAP member, 
Paul Lewkowicz, engaged 
Councilman Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry in a brief debate regarding 
his planned vote on the envi- 
ronmental millage issue.

Challengers request ‘change’

Two spirited Romulus Com- 
munity School Board chal- 
lengers are continuing to press 
the “time for a change” issue, 
claiming that curriculum pro- 
grams are not being enacted, 
the school administration is 
not welcoming volunteerism 
enough and technology fund- 
ing is not tight fisted enough. 

The challengers, Julie A. 
Oleszkowicz and Judie 
Gondek, revealed they are out 
knocking on voters’ doors ask- 
ing for support next Monday 
stating that incumbents Ed- 
ward Wilkerson and Mary King 
have lost touch with the school 
system, because they “no 
longer have children in local 
schools.” 

Oleszkowicz, a former sub- 
stitute secretary in the school 
district, complains her oppo- 
nents are not aware of some 
listings of the school curricu- 


lum are not being followed, 
such as science labs in the Ro- 
mulus Middle School. 

She also states that while 
other school districts across 
the U.S. received “Smart Lab” 
equipment for nothing in re- 
turn for allowing tours of their 
educational facilities, Ro- 
mulus paid more than $100,000 
for their computer systems 
and is getting nothing back for 
the inconvenience of current 
tours. 

A graduate of Eastern Mich- 
igan University (1972), 
Oleszkowicz says parent volun- 
teers are only sought out pri- 
marily for school fair duty. 
“When I volunteered to re- 
search grants in the past, I was 
told my help wasn’t needed,” 
she said. 

Oleszkowicz feels her past 
employment as an account 
representative with Playtex 
Apparel and her position as 
Wayne County area director of 
the American Cancer Society, 



will help her in her decision 
making processes in the fu- 
ture. 

Oleszkowicz continued to 
complain that she is not sure 
that the Romulus school dis- 
trict is preparing students 
properly for the future. 

“We tend to operate under 
the assumption that all stu- 
dents leam at the same pace,” 
she said, “and we are trying to 
graduate the ‘generic’ student 
rather then stretching the stu- 
dents’ minds and goals. 

Her campaign team mem- 
ber, Gondek, also charges that 
the school academic goals are 
not being met for all students. 
“We have gifted students being 
virtually ignored, because it is 
assumed that they are bright 
enough to find their own way. 

“We have athletes, who are 
being groomed fof college and 
pro sports, with little or no 
thought as to how they will sue-

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
Me Anally and four city council 
members have strongly en- 
dorsed the 1 mill proposal for 
environmental protection 
which appeal's on the June 13 
ballot. 

McAnally stated, “1 urge ev- 
eryone, who cares about Ro- 
mulus to vote ‘Yes’ on the 
environmental millage. 

"The establishment of a 
dedicated environmental pro- 
tection fund is the only way the 
citizens can be assured that 
their community will be able 
to defend itself against the un- 
wanted intrusion of hazardous 
and toxic materials,” the 
mayor continued. 

“Twenty-five to $30 a year 
for five years is a very small 
price to pay for a great secu- 
rity," McAnally concluded. 

Mayor pro-tem Mary Ann 
Banks said. “I believe people 
should vote for the environ- 
mental ballot proposal be- 
cause not only are we 
experiencing a legrfl issue at 
the present, but we must be 
ever watchful and vigilant in 
protecting our environment in 


the future. 

“I find it hard to believe 
that people would not be inter- 
ested in protecting their own 
community from the possi 
bility of it being a place where 
toxic and hazardous waste may 
be dumped," Banks continued. 

"This ballot proposal is not 
merely a question of ‘new 
taxes,' but for the protection of 
our citizens to keep our city 
environmentally clean now 
and in the future and for the 
future of our children. Vote 
yes for the kids,” Banks con- 
cluded. 

Councilman Bill Wadsworth 
declared, "The June 13th mill- 
age vote is a very important 
day for the future of Romulus 
environment. This isn’t only 
about the deep well, which I’ve 
opposed since the beginning. 
Our residents demand a better 
life style. Romulus being 
known as the dumping place 
for hazardous, toxic or any 
waste will no longer be toler- 
ated by its citizens. 

"I ask for your support with 
a ‘Yes’ vote on June 13th. It will 
cost the average homeowner 
approximately $25 per year for 
five years and will only be 


used for environmental issues. 
At the end of five years the 
millage will be removed,” he 
said.

Millage backer outlines safety

The City of Romulus is cur- 
rently seeking approval from 
Romulus voters to increase the 
total millage from its current 
10 mills to 11 mills for five 
years. 

This additional one mill 
will be dedicated solely for en- 
vironmental protection. 

• One mill equals $1 for ev- 
ery $1,000 a home is assessed. 
Example if a voter’s home is 
assessed at $28,000, the addi- 
tional tax would be $28 per 
year for five years or about 
$2.30 a month. 

Members of Romulus Envi- 
ronmentalists Caring About 
People (RECAP) feel the mill- 
age “is a small price to pay for 
some our future environmen- 
tal solutions”. 

• When money is voted on by 
electors for a specific purpose, 
those funds collected can only 
be used for that purpose. If the 
elected officials violate that 
they can be prosecuted. 

• We, as citizens of this com- 
munity, need to take a close 
look at not just our city, but the 


surrounding communities and 
the entire state and the cur- 
rent dump sites, solid waste re- 
fuse sites, landfills etc. 

We now know that some 
things that were buried by our 
parents and grandparents are 
now considered hazardous 
and even toxic waste that we 
discover seeping in our ground 
water. What do we do? 

We turn to the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources (MDNR) for them to 
clean up the problem. Does 
that work? 

Sometimes we are put on a 
list which is given priority nu- 
mbering. If our priority nu- 
mber is high, very dangerous, 
then we may get fast action, if 
our number is low, who knows? 

Does the MDNR have funds 
to clean up all the dump sites 
in Michigan? No! 

You tell me, who pays for 
that. That’s right, we do be- 
cause all the money comes 
from the taxpayers and until 
someone takes action, mate- 
rials stay there polluting our 
water, our air and our prop- 
erty. 

With this additional one 


mill, at least the City of Ro- 
mulus would have some addi- 
tional revenue for the sole 
purpose of fighting environ- 
mental issues, whether it be in 
the courts, paying lawyers or 
cleaning up the mess our- 
selves. 

That small additional reve- 
nue may just be enough to 
make the difference. Maybe 
not. 

All we are sure of is that the 
city cannot do it without our 
help. We are all in this to- 
gether. This is not an injection 
well issue, it goes far beyond 
thqjt. 

• Currently our city main- 
tains one of the lowest millage 
rates in Michigan. The mayor 
has always insisted on not rai- 
sing taxes in fact, the city has 
reduced taxes whenever possi- 
ble. 

There has been recent con- 
troversy over the city’s fund 
balance, which some consider 
a savings account. The city has 
only one main source of funds, 
you the taxpayers. 

Is the city to be blamed for 
trying to save the taxpayers 
money? We don’t think so. 


Millage opponent cites costs

On June 13 the citizens of 
Romulus will be asked to vote 
on a property tax increase. If 
passed this ballot proposal 
would amend the City Charter 
to allow an assessment of one 
additional mill, or $1.00 per 
$1,000 of the state equalized 
value for each property in the 
city. 

A total of $2.5 million would 
be generated or $500,000 annu- 
ally over five years. 

The Vote No Tax Committee 
of Romulus feels this ballot 
proposal is completely unnec- 
essary, unreasonably vague 
and blatantly misleading. For 
these reasons the citizens of 
Romulus should vote a re- 
sounding “No” to this property 
tax increase. 

Voters are asked to consider 
the following: 

• The city of Romulus has no 
duty to clean up contaminated 
landfills that it does not own or 
operate. The Michigan Envi- 


ronmental Response Act, com- 
monly known as the “polluter’s 
pay” law, requires only the ac- 
tual landfill owner or operator 
to clean up contamination. 

If passed, the environmen- 
tal millage will impose an ad- 
ditional tax on the citizens of 
Romulus for something it has 
no responsibility for, namely, 
cleaning up contamination 
caused by polluters. 

• Both the federal and state 
governments have funds avail- 
able to clean up contaminated 
sites, when the polluter re- 
fuses, has no money, the prop- 
erty is abandoned or the 
company that is responsible is 
no longer in business. 

• An additional local tax is 
unnecessary because the var- 
ious state and federal environ- 
mental laws are succeeding in 
forcing private companies to 
clean up their pollution. 

For instance in Romulus, at 
the Northline Drum Site at 
Northline, between Wayne 
Road and 1-275, the respons- 
ible companies have spent 
over $6 million cleaning up the 


site under Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency’s supervision. 

Likewise, pollution prob- 
lems associated with Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport are be- 
ing resolved by those respons- 
ible. 

• This millage proposal, if 
passed, will give city officials 
unbridled discretion to spend 
tax dollars on virtually any 
thing it wishes, so long as it 
somehow relates to “environ- 
mental protection.” 

This proposal should be 
viewed for what it really is- a 
backhanded attempt to stop 
the Environmental Disposal 
Systems’ injection well at any 
cost to placate a small but vo- 
cal group of citizens opposed 
to the well. 

• This new tax is wasteful 
and unnecessary as Romulus 
citizens pay federal and state 
taxes for their agencies to pro- 
tect our environment. Why 
must we pay three govern 
ments to get environmental 
protection? 

• We ask you "will the tax 
increase help schools, police

Raspberry contends he will 
express his opinion in the vot- 
ing booth on Monday. 

Lewkowicz then told Rasp 
berry, “I still support you Jim- 
mie, but I wish you would tell 
us your position on the millage 
issue.” 

Former council candidate 
Gwen Sibert warned EDS that 
she and her friends were 
knocking on doors urging resi- 


dents to vote “Yes” on the mill 
age issue. 

She also revealed that De- 
troit Councilman Clyde Cleve- 
land, who is challenging 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara’s re-election 
bid, was visiting Romulus this 
week to see why McNamara 
was not more vocal on the EDS 
injection well issue.

Romulus council members 
Ellis Pennington, Jimmie 
Raspberry and Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron recently revealed 
their stand on the proposed 
1 mill increase. 

Pennington stated that al- 
though he is not in favor of 
having the environmental liq- 
uid injection well in Romulus, 
he prefers leaving the millage 
issue up to the city voters. 

“We have already spent over 
$200,000 on the lawsuit (against 
Environmental Disposal Ser- 
vices), and we are no closer to 
settlement than we were when 
we started,” Pennington said. 
“We are paying federal and 
state taxes for environmental 
protection, and I am reluctant 
to pay more to fight what we 
feel is a losing battle.

Pennington said he 
wouldn’t support or work 
against the millage effort be- 
cause he wants the citizens to 
have the final say on the envi- 
ronmental issue. He said he is 
not “afraid to take a position,” 
but says he favors having those 
who are “more knowledgeable 
decide.” 

Raspberry, however, said he 
was against the millage “be- 
cause there is no outline of 
purpose for it, and Romulus 
citizens are already paying 
high enough taxes.”

He said he also doesn’t see a 
draft plan on how the city ex 
pects to spend the money 
raised by the millage. 

As a retired Ford Motor Co. 
employee, who currently is 
paying $3,260 in city real estate 
taxes, Raspberry said, he is 
strongly opposed to the mill- 
age. 

"We have already spent 
$255,000 in defending what is 
alleged to be an environmen- 
tal problem, but we can’t af- 
ford to offer valued city 
employees a pay raise,” Rasp 
berry said. 

The councilman cited the 
fact that the city is also paying 
$140,000 for asbestos removal 
and claims he feels the re- 
quested millage is an “unnec- 
essary tax.” 

Raspberry added that state 
and federal regulatory agen- 
cies need to be the units to 
fight the city’s battle on this is- 
sue.

Since the majority of us 
have never served in the miii 
tary. let alone in combat, it’s 
not a complete surprise that 
Memorial Day is not consid 
ered one of the big holidays on 
our calendar. 

A holiday designed to honor 
a particular group, I suppose, 
will mostly be of interest to 
that group. 

But as I tell what I’m think 
ing about Memorial Day, it’s 
not enough to say that we think 
too little about the sacrifices 
that have been made for our 
freedom. We certainly do, but 
I’m afraid we’ve reached a 
point where we’re even forget 
ting something so crucial as 
why they sacrificed their lives. 

You may have notice a re 



cent Detroit News headline 
about a group of local high 
school students who were 
shown film footage of the 
D-Day invasion at Normandy 
and found it boring. 

Boring! 

The pictures were grainy, it 
was all black and white, and 
who was this Churchill guy? 
Where was Arthur Kent? 

To a generation that has 
known no war other than De- 


sert Storm - now that was a 
cool TV war. gripping us with 
the drama of whether the CNN 
reporters would make it out of 
their hotel - World War II may 
seem distant and largely irrel- 
evant. 

Neither my generation nor 
my kids’ generation has ever 
been faced with a direct threat 
to the freedom of this nation, 
and I think too many of us view 
World War II veterans as a 
bunch of old guys who put on 
uniforms and tell stores, not as 
a unique group of people who 
did something important. 

We can’t relate to young 
men who were just starting 
families when they had to go 
off for several years, or in 
some cases, forever, to pre- 


serve the liberty* of free people 
everywhere. 

Have we left the dead of 
WWII, Korea and Vietnam so 
far behind that we no longer 
understand what motivated 
them to risk the ultimate sacri 
fice? 

While freedom is by no 
means universal even today, it 
was not many generations ago 
that countries that were not 
free were far more numerous, 
and sometimes much scarier 
places than the ones that con- 
cern us today. 

That made the United 
States all the more remark 
able. Thousands of men went 
off to defend it precisely be- 
cause freedom had come to de- 
fine their lives. To let freedom 


Salvation Army leader resigns from post 


The Salvation Army inter- 
national leader, General 
Bramwell Tillsley, has re- 
signed his position, only a lit- 
tle more than a year after he 
was elected to the top execu- 
tive office of the Christian 
group. 

Tillsley, of Canada, suc- 
ceeded General Eva Burrows 
of Australia, who was only the 
second . woman general in the 
Salvation Army history. 


Tillsley will now be tempo- 
rarily succeeded by his chief 
of staff, Commissioner Earl 
Maxwell, until a new general 
is elected. The Salvation Army 
international headquarters is 
located in London. England. 

A Salvation Army press re- 
lease said Tillsley cited health 
concerns for his immediate 
resignation and retirement. 

He said, “When I was elec- 
ted general in April 1993. 1 felt 


I was in good health and ready 
to undertake the challenge of 
leading this wonderful 
movement. 

“However, during the last 
few months, I have found that 
the very considerable burdens 
and demands of this office 
haw taken their toll. Although 
I have done my best to con- 
tinue without letting others 
down, I have now reached the 
very sad conclusion that, in the 


interests of the Salvation Army 
and of my own health, I can no 
longer continue as general.” 

A source inside the Salva- 
tion Army said that the health 
concern Tillsley listed in his 
resignation letter stemmed 
from a triple by- pass he under 
went in recent years. 

No exact time schedule has 
been revealed as to when a 
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slip away without doing every- 
thing possible to defend it - 
even dying - would be to ren- 
der their lives less than whole. 

Men who served and sur- 
vived - often hard, rugged men 
- cannot hide their emotion 
when remembering those who 
perished alongside them. 

I did not serve, and I cannot 
feel the emotions they are feel- 
ing. But what I cannot feel in 
my heart I can see in their 
eyes. Each of them, regardless 
of when or where they served, 
aches deeply for the loss of 


those who died, and each of 
them would rejoice if their 
fallen colleagues could be 
brought back. 

But, hard as it must be for 
them, I suspect there is not one 
who would opt to bring their 
buddies back ifthe price of do- 
ing so were to sacrifice the 
freedom they died for in the 
first place. 

They knew there were 
things larger than them. That 
is the ultimate in character, 
and it’s why we honor them to- 
day and always.

A. Canton Township man 
charged with manslaughter in 
the death of a 53- year-old wo- 
man appeared June 3 for an 
examination before 35th Dis- 
trict Court Judge John Mac- 
Donald. 

Sadik Gocaj was hauling a 
trailer on the back of his van 
westbound on Palmer Road 
March 28 when he allegedly ig- 
nored the stop sign and contin- 
ued through the intersection of 
Sheldon at 25 mph striking 53- 
year-old Melba Jean Copland 
of Canton Township. 

The defendant is charged 
with manslaughter with a mo- 
tor vehicle. 

“There were cars going east- 
bound on Palmer and north 
bound on Sheldon. It seemed 
that everybody had stopped, 
and then the victim started 
into the intersection to turn on 
Sheldon,” said Jane Wit- 
tersheim, who witnessed the 
accident. “This very large van 
then came through, hit her car 
broadside and pushed her to 
the other side of the road. I 
thought the car would roll 
over, but it clipped the car 
heading eastbound and ended 


up in the ditch.” 

Police reports of the inci- 
dent indicate the impact of the 
collision sent the van and the 
woman’s red Cavalier spiral- 
ing out of control into the vehi- 
cle of a 69-year-old Canton 
Township man who was travel 
ing eastbound on Palmer 
Road. 

Wayne Williamson testified 
that Copland waited at the 
stop sign until his white 
Tauras come to a complete 
stop, then she proceeded 
through the intersection. 

“The van hit the Cavalier 
then hit the driver’s side cor- 
ner of my vehicle,” he said. “It 
knocked my car sideways into 
a ditch and activated my air 
bag.” 

Detective William Keppen 
responded to the scene within 
20 minutes of the accident. As 
part of the Accident Investiga- 
tions Team, he photographed 
unmoved vehicles, inter- 
viewed witnesses and mea- 
sured skid marks. 

Testimony indicated the 
driver of the van braked sec- 
onds before the accident. The 
longest skid mark, 69 feet long, 
began just west of the stop sign 
controlling westbound Palmer. 
But according to Keppen, 


“based upon the skid marks 
and the length, there is no way 
that van could have stopped at 
that stop sign.” 

Copland was transported by 
Canton Fire personnel to An- 
napolis Hospital in Wayne. 
She died"shortly after trans- 
port from heart lacerations, 
bruises to the lungs and bro- 
ken ribs. 

Gocaj and a 44-year-old pas- 
senger were also transported 
to Annapolis Hospital for 
minor injuries. Williamson 
was taken to St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital in Ann Arbor for non-life 
threatening injuries. 

Gregory Rohl, counsel for 
the defense, argued that the 
charges against his client were 
too severe. 

“Manslaughter requires 
recklessness, and I don’t be- 
lieve than has occurred. Wit- 
nesses have testified that my 
client did use his brakes,” 
Rohl said. 

The attorney appealled to 
MacDonald to lesson the 
charges to negligent homicide, 
a two year misdemeanor, 
versus the 15-year felony. 
Judge MacDonald bond Gocaj 
over to Detroit Recorder’s 
Court to be arraigned on man- 
slaughter charges June 17. 


Man arraigned on armed robbery 


A 30-year-old Westland man 
who was arraigned on three 
counts of armed robbery and 
three counts of felonious fire- 
arms is suspected of commit- 
ting seven more robberies, 
according to Westland police 
Sgt. Marc Stobbe. 

David Michael Palmer is be- 
ing held on three $500,000 cash 
bonds pending his June 9 pre- 
liminary examination in the 
Westland 18th District Court. 

If convicted, Palmer faces 
up to life in prison on the rob- 
bery charges and a mandatory 
two years in prison for each 
firearms charge. 

According to Stobbe, Pal 
mer is suspected of commit- 
ting nine armed robberies in 
Westland since January and 


one in Plymouth. Stobbe said 
Palmer confessed to the three 
armed robberies including the 
most recent May 29 incident at 
the Baskin Robbins ice cream 
store, 8280 N. Merriman Road. 

The defendant also admit- 
ted to a May 19 armed robbery 
at Baskin Robbins in which he 
allegedly stole the entire cash 
register and a Feb. 24 robbery 
at Dandy Oil/Marathon gas sta- 
tion, 31425 Ann Arbor Trail, 
where $575 in cash was taken, 
according to Westland police 
Sgt. Donald Haigh. 

The Westland man is also 
suspected of committing three 
armed robberies at Dandy Oil, 
four at Baskin Robbins and the 
March 3 armed robbery of a 23- 
year-old Dearborn woman of 


her purse at gunpoint on the 
3100 block of Conway Street in 
Westland. 

All of the Westland rob- 
beries involved the perpetra- 
tor wearing a ski mask, except 
for the purse robbery in which 
the mask was pulled over the 
top of the robber’s head as a 
hat, Stobbe said. 

The Baskin Robbins store 
owner, who wished to remain 
nameless, said his business 
has been affected by the rob- 
beries. 

“Now everybody is scared to 
come in,” the owner said. 

As a result of the defen- 
dant’s arrest, the owner said 
he hopes business will pick up 
again.

Dear Editor: 

When 1 started looking at the finances and operations of the City of Romulus for a graduate school project, I never expected to find what I did. I always viewed Mayor McAnally as sort of a kindly aunt. Her influence 
was critical to my decision to return to college and then to take up public administration as a career. To call in to question the management of someone I held in such high regard is very painful. Unlortunately, the 
seriousness of this matter requires that attention he drawn to the poor management the City currently endures. 

In a recent letter to the editor of Romulus News, Romulus mayor Beverly McAnally mentioned a few items that bear closer scrutiny. Mayor McAnally states that “Citizen concern about Tax Increment Finance Authorities 
(TIFAs) is unfounded". This is an absolute distortion. Every day that the projects for which these “Revenue Bonds" were issued fail to produce said revenue that is designed to pay the loan the citizens of Romulus must 
pay the interest anyway. One drive down Wick Road tells us that nothing that -*< duces “revenue" is in place, or under construction, therefore, the interest payments due are coming out ol the City s colters and your 

services suffer. 

Besides, how many projects have we been told are going in there? Five? Ten. vV 've been told: $150,000 homes, $150,000 condos, new hotels, casinos, Metro World. Tiger Stadium! Not a shovel of dirt has been turned, 
yet the taxpayers bought that road, the lights, sewers, etc., all on promises thai never came to be. 

It’s an old land speculator’s trick: buy land cheaply, convince the local government that you’ll do all kinds of stuff so the taxpayers will do things like put in roads and sewers, and watch your land value skyrocket — all 
on the backs of the taxpayers who get nothing. Then, you sell die land at 1000% profit. Hasn’t die City heard of contracts or completion bonds (Note: a completion bond is like an insurance policy that pays it the project 
doesn’t go in as planned)? A speculator won’t go for that, but a real developer will. No other city in the area seems to be falling for this. Why is Romulus? Why put in new infrastructure on nothing more than a 
handshake when the old infrastructure that is in use by the taxpayers needs repair? 

The mayor’s grasp of the elected official’s section of the City Charter also bears notice. She states "There was one vacancy on Council and there were three candidates (in 1993) ’. To use her phrase. Baloney! ALL 

council seals (and mayor, treasurer, and clerk) are open EVERY two years. All three non-incumbent candidates could have won. 

This contempt for the citizens and die willingness of city officials to see diemselves as the anoited masters of our fate is getting this city into a lot of trouble. 

The mayor’s letter also refutes the statement that the fire department is underequipped. It is under-equipped. Where is the ladder truck capable of reaching die top floors ol the Senior Towers? It doesn t exist. The longest 
ladder in the Romulus Fire Department inventory is 55 feet. The people on die top Boors of the Senior Towers would sleep better if the City owned a truck capable of saving their lives. The millions ol dollars die mayor 
states as being spent on “equipment" were in fact mosdy spent on day-to-day operations. 

The mayor also states that the city “must" remove the “harmful" asbestos from City Hall. We all know asbestos is dangerous, but only when it is disturbed and becomes an airborne powder. Where is the sturdy that 
supports the City's decision to remove “dangerous" asbestos? Why, when asked, can the city provide no evidence that asbestos, in this particular instance, had proven to be a threat. Was the liguing c so f angcrous. s 
being replaced too. How about the new carpel, to replace the “old" (three or so years) carpet? It's till costing $2.5 million. I asked lor a list of the planned alterations: I was told it would cost me $1 emcm er, i y 
Hall is only about 20 years o.d. What happens when the thing really starts to age? 

The mayor has surrounded herself with appointees whose qualifications are mysterious, yet they tire very well paid. Professionally-trained administrators are the norm in other communities in the region and nationwide, 
yet not in Romulus. Needless to say, not having trained, qualified, and competent professionals in key City positions — when that is what you are paying tor, is running this city into the groune 

If one were to check the Public Administration programs, the formal training ground for department heads and the like, at local universities, you d find a mosaic of people from all backgrounds — social and ethnic. 

Funny how there tire no minority (other than two female) deparunent heads in Romulus, even though there are minorities, and others, who tire lar better educated than our own deparunent heads, kre is no <kti\e 

recruitment of ALL qualified applicants for appointed positions. Jay Shafritz, the most respected author in public personnel management, says “An administrator (mayor) must seek a large number o app ican s rom a_ 
sources to ensure dial the best-qualified applicant is chosen". Other cities take this as the gospel, getting more than 350 applicants tor some high-ranking positions, nearly all with protcssional training, egrees, an 
experience. Again, persomil loyally to die mayor seems to supersede qualifications in hiring deparunent heads. 

The Community Development Director in a nearby community has years of experience, is both a lawyer and holds a Master's degree in Public Administration, yet makes about die same as our Director, who also 
“happens" to chair the mayor's campaign committee, who “attended" (didn't see graduated, did you?) tour Michigan universities". Are we getting the best qualitied person lor our hard-eame tax o ars ns 
appointment, as widi all other department head appointments, was at die sole discreuon of the mayor. I have tried, yet I can gel no records of die number of applicatns, even though these recor s uere reques e un c 
FOIA (Freedom of Information Act). It seems the critical qualification for appointment is personal loyally to the mayor. That is sad. Working to build one s power to the harm ot one s emp overs <us is tern e a 
should not be tolerated. We must lake issue widi these unhealthy practices. 

The mayor herself makes nearly $55,000 a year — over twice what she made upon her election in 1983, eleven (1 1) umes what the first mayor made in 1970, and halt again as much as the average Romulus household. 
So much for the mayor's statement of an “outstanding record of managing government efficiently". Spending the city's fund balance to dangerously low levels is not in the best interest ot t taxpayers o omu us . s 
spending your life savings when you aren't sure about your next paycheck wise? Thai's what the City is doing. No “quality business (mayor McAnally s term) will want to locate in a city at is raising taxes an 'ing 

run so poorly. 

Bv soending our savings, the Citv hopes to give us a false impression that nothing needs attention. This couldn't be further from the truth. Just as in our own finances, a reasonable < 10- 1 5^ ol total budget) savings 
balance is*^ necessity not an extravagance. Instead, the Citv is spending our fund balance down from $3 million in 1988 to the 1995 planned amount of S4 1,000. Sure, the C uy doesn t engage in illegal deficit spending, it 
“rrS and cuts staff and services instead. The savings will be gone in 1995. What then ? What serv ice will be die first to go? Police ? Fire? EMS? Road repairs have already been cut. To put it simply, 
spending continues while income has declined. Instead of seeking efficiency, die city seeks more taxes. One June 13di we must vote “. NO!" — NO NK\N I AXE S!

Actually, the biggest noise in the campaign was directed 
at Lansing with the enactment of massive millage cuts 
through Proposal A that left many school districts (partic- 
ularly former out-of-formula districts such as Romulus) in 
tough financial straits. 

Wilkerson, one of the more outspoken and independent 
trustees, and King, an award-winning school board mem- 
ber, deserve -new terms. 

But, if Romulus voters decide that 12 years on the board

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Millage request 
is opposed 

7b the editor: 

On Monday, June 13, the citi- 
zens of Romulus will be faced 
with one of the most important 
choices they have faced since 
the city was incorporated in 
1970. This choice involves a 10- 
percent increase in the city’s 
property tax rate for the stated 
purpose of providing “environ- 
mental protection”. Funny, the 
city doesn’t have any environ- 
mental jurisdiction and has 
given us no plans to hire any 
environmental professionals. 
Our state and federal tax dol- 
lars provide environmental 
protection at a higher levels. 
Why then, does the city pro- 
pose that we pay this new tax? 
To pay lawyers in a lawsuit we 
should have never gotten into 
in the first place. 

What this means is that the 
citizens of Romulus, who are 
currently dealing with reduc- 
tions in both services and city 
savings (fund balance), will be 
asked to increase their taxes to 
fight a project that the city 
agreetf to as far back as 1990. 
Make no mistake, that is the 
sole purpose for this tax in- 
crease. 

We are being asked to tax 
ourselves so the city can re- 
verse itself at will. This is not 
good government. Although 
the mayor and nearly every 
council member now serving 
who was also serving in 1990 
agreed that the EDS project 
was beneficial to Romulus, 
they now wish to reverse them- 
selves - and we are asked to 
pay the bill. Clearly, the time 
to decide was 1990-91 before 
any work had begun. If for no 
other reason, we should be up- 
set because everybody let this 
issue lay from 1990 to just be- 
fore the 1993 election. Talk 
about grandstanding. Why the 
silence? 

We have spent $282,738.98 so 
far on the EDS fight, depleting 
our city’s savings in the most 
uncertain time in Michigan tax 
history and the case hasn’t 
even gone to court vet . Ser- 
vices are being cut and the 
mayor herself warns of more 
service cuts and cuts in staff. 
Estimates of income and ex- 
penses in 1992-93, based on in- 
formation contained in the 
1993 year-end audit (Compre- 
hensive Annual Finance Re- 
port of CAFR), were extremely 
far off of acceptable standards, 
yet the city proposes that it be 
allowed to continue to spend 
our savings to levels that are 



dangerously low. 

I went to the May 23, council 
meeting to tell the city that 
leaving a fund balance of 
$43,000 (when city income and 
expense estimates were each 
off over $800,000 in 1992-93) 
was too dangerous to be con- 
sidered. I was attacked by both 
members of council and mem- 
bers of RECAP who sought to 
discredit my source of figures. 
I used the 1993 CAFR-the year- 
end audit for last year, as the 
source of all but the planned 
1995 fund balance of $43,000. 
That number came from the 
city finance department. 
Where there wasn’t any 
chance for misinterpretation? 
There was none. A city the size 
of Romulus should have about 
$1.2 million in its fund bal- 
ance, according to municipal 
finance experts not the $43,000 
it plans. This isn’t opinion, it’s 
accepted practice nationwide 
according to the Government 
Finance Officers Association 
(GFOA). 

I recommend that everyone 
review a copy of this 1993 
CAFR, available in the finance 
department This document is 
very well-prepared and truth- 
ful. (THAT, and only that, made 
by GFOA, the presenter of the 
award, as to the desirability of 
the content, only the quality of 
the presentation and truthful- 
ness of the document). The 
message it states is clear and 
easy to spot - there is gross mis- 
management that is costing us 
precious tax dollars and caus- 
ing current ftiture cuts in ser- 
vice. 

It’s very strange to see mem- 
bers of RECAP cheer the very 
council members who brought 
this fiasco about. RECAP 
seems to care more about win- 
ning their millage increase 
than doing what’s right for Ro- 
mulus. That’s sad. 

Approving the tax increase 
will only feed the lawyers 
more money with no guarantee 
of success. Approving the tax 
increase will reward the city 
for poor planning and make a 
small, vocal group appear 
heroes when they are not De- 
feating the millage will send a 
signal to the city and everyone 
else that the Romulus tax 
payers are tired of being taken 
for granted and pushed 
around!

On a day made for track and 
field, local high school run- 
nel's found their place in the 
sun on Saturday. 

At least two - Curtis 
Lunsford of Belleville and 
Shawn Arbogast of Westland 
John Glenn - captured na- 
tional attention as they were 
selected to represent Michigan 
in the “Meet of Champions” to 
be staged on Saturday bet- 
ween the best of Michigan 
against the best of Indiana in 
Indianapolis. 

Lunsford, a senior, an- 


chored the Tigers outstanding 
speed relay teams, while Arbo 
gast had the fourth-best toss in 
the shot put at the Class A 
state championships con 
ducted under ideal conditions 
- the weather was a warm 80 
degrees in Midland. 

“It was a perfect day for 
track,” said Belleville High 
coach Dave Medley. “This was 
the fastest state finals I’ve ever 
been a part of. The times were 
fast. It was incredible.” 

On that incredible day, De- 
troit Cass Tech managed to 
compile a total of 74 points to 
beat out the best in Michigan 
for the coveted Class A state 


crown. Ann Arbor Pioneer was 
a distant-second (53), followed 
by Pontiac Northern (35), De- 
troit Cooley (27), Monroe (24.5) 
and the University of Detroit 
High -Jesuit (24). 

Although Belleville fin- 
ished overall in 22nd place,

Detroit Cass Tech won the

Coming off of a victoiy at the 
Western Lakes Conference 
championships.

Former Westland store manager 
receives probation for embezzling

A former Westland store 
manager, who pleaded nolo 
contendre to the charge of em- 
bezzlement over $100, was sen- 
tenced to six months probation 
with the stipulation that he 
commit no other crime during 
that period. 

. Jeffrey Richard Metz, 38, 
was accused of embezzling 
more than $50,000 from the Tri- 


County Mattress store, located 
at 38411 Ford Road in West- 
land, where he was employed. 
Metz will be considered for re- 
view in December 1994. and if 
record remains clean during 
his probationary period, the 
conviction will be set aside, ac- 
cording to Recorder’s clerks. 

Metz, who told police during 
his arraignment in Westland 
18th District Court that he is 
working at a mattress store in 
Racine, Wis., was arrested 
shortly after a letter written by 


Tri-County owner Roger Blum 
in early February was sent to 
several local and county offi- 
cials. 

Blum, who owns five area 
stores, was concerned that the 
embezzlement report he filed 
with Westland police in mid- 
September was not being han- 
dled in a timely manner. 

Metz became employed at 
the store in October 1992 and 
was discovered to have embez- 
zled some $50,000 cash and 


$39,000 in merchandise from 
the store which he managed 
over a six-month period, ac- 
cording to Blum’s letter. 

Blum said he discovered the 
activity after his six-month 
company audit revealed the 
funds were missing. 

“We don’t make zillions of 
dollars. We only receive about 
$40,000 to $50,000 a year in 
profits (per store). That’s two 
years that he took away from 
me,” Blum said.

! A Wayne man charged with 
sgcond-degr$ murder is ex- 
pected to appear for a motion 
for discussion June 10 before 
Detroit Wayne County Re- 
corder’s Court Judge Ger- 
aldine Ford. 

Arlie Brandenburg was ar- 
rested by Wayne police for al- 
legedly shooting to death 19- 
year-old Taylor resident 
Steven James Taylor Jan. 26 of 
this year. 

The incident occurred at 
the defendant’s home on First 
Street approximately 7:20 p.m., 
according to Wayne Police 
Chief John Colligan. 

“We received a call at 7:20 
p.m. on a dead body found in a 
basement on the 4000 block of 
First Street,” Colligan said. 
“Officers responded to the 
area and found a 19-year-old 
white male who had one gun- 
shot wound to the chest" 

The victim had apparently 
arrived at the Wayne home as 
a visitor at approximately 6 
p.m. Jan. 26. according to Col- 
ligan. 

“There were only two peo- 
ple in the home at the time of 
the incident" Colligan said. 

Brandenburg was arraigned 
Jan. 29 in an out county court. 
If the defendant is found guilty 
of second-degree murder, he 
could receive up to life in 
prison for the felony offense.

The man was charged with 
six counts of first-degree crim- 
inal sexual conduct for having 
sexual intercourse with the 
two girls over a four- month pe- 
riod, from November 1992 to 
February 1993, Terry said. The 
alleged incidents occurred at 


the defendant’s home on the 
3700 block of Cherry Hill Road 
in Westland. 

If convicted, the man, whose 
name is being withheld in an 
effort to conceal the identity of 
the victims, faces a maximum 
sentence of up to life in prison.

GOLD FOR SECOND HYDROPLANE WIN

He has had the thrill of victory and the ag- 
ony of defeat, but last Sunday. Wayne resident 
Mark Tate showed his friends and family 
members that he still has what it takes to win 
the gold. 

Tate won his second APBA Gold Cup hydro- 
plane race driving the Smokin’ Joe powerboat. 
He plowed through the Detroit River like an 
eagle looking for its prey. 

“It’s great to win again,” Tate said. “We’ve 
always made the finals in the last few years. 
We wanted to be on the inside during this 
race, and we had a smooth run all around.” 

Tate won all four heats last weekend, and 
he finished with 2.000 points in the standings. 
The Tide finished second for the fifth consecu- 
tive year, and Miss Budweiser came in third. 

“I felt pretty good going into the race, but 
you never want to chirp before it’s time to 
chirp,” Tate said. 

This year the 1978 John Glenn graduate 
said his strategy involved running a mistake- 
free race, and he wanted to show everyone his 
hand in the Roostertail turns. The Smokin’ Joe 
powerboat also had a lot of power, and Tate 
knew how to take advantage of it. 

“We thought the race would be won in the 
Roostertail,” Tate said. “That’s where we 
thought we had the advantage.” 

On Saturday, Tate won both heats and had 
the fastest laps of its heats, 149:631 and 148:284. 
The majority of the powerboats couldn’t keep 
up with him. 

Miss Budweiser would have been Tate’s 
greatest rival during the race, however, driver 
Chip Hanauer had to drop out Saturday due to 
acute lower back spasms when the boat’s es- 
cape hatch on the bottom blew open and water 
poured inside. 

The incident occurred during the warm up 
time, only two minutes before the start of the 
first heat. Hanauer was traveling approx- 
imately 80 to 90 mph at the time of the acci- 
dent. 

“I felt really bad about what happened to 
Chip because he’s not only a top competitor, 
but he’s also a friend,” Tate said. “You don’t 
want to see anyone involved in that type of 
situation.” 

Tate’s love for powerboating began when he 
was only 13 years old. He previously informed 
the Associated Newspapers that he use to watch 
boat races, and he knew even as a youngster 
that he wanted to race professionally one day. 

“Most people when they go on vacation go 
up north or go somewhere to get away, but 
when my family goes on vacation, we choose to 
go to a boat race,” Tate said. “It’s funny, once it 
gets into your blood, it’s hard to stay away.” 

Tate attributes a majority of his success to 
having spent most of his life with friends and 
family members who race. He sees boating as 
a family activity. 

“I really enjoy the thrill of a boating compe- 
tition and the comradery you have with the 
team members,” Tate said. “Boating is very 
family oriented. It can be relaxing and chal-

lenging. There is always something new to 
learn. 

“I think like anything else in life, no matter 
what you do, you have to stay very focused and 
dedicated. The only way to gain knowledge or 
to enhance your abilities is to talk to your peer 
and to surround yourself with good people.” 

Tate is considered one of the top hydro- 
plane drivers in the world. In 1991 he broke 
three world records. 

While competing in Seattle, the Wayne resi- 
dent averaged 147.8 mph in the two-mile com- 
petitive lap race and averaged 144.7 mph 
during the 10-mile competitive lap race. 

With more than 20 years of racing experi- 
ence, Tate has never had a serious accident, 
however, he has seen other drivers who 
weren’t so lucky. 

He said he realizes there is no room in the 
racing world for someone who is unsure of 
himself. 

“It’s like a baseball player who gets hit in 
the head or the leg with a 100 mph pitch,” Tate 
said. “The next inning he has to get back up 
and hit again. That’s just part of the game. You 
accept it, and you don’t worry about it. If you 
worry, then you’re timid. And, if you’re timid, 
you can’t perform to the best of your ability.” 

Tate informed the Associated Newspapers in 
1991 that he wanted to stay in the hydroplane 
racing sport for the next five to seven years. 

“I would like to show that I can be consis- 
tent with the sport,” Tate said. “I need to prove 
to myself day in and day out that I can win on a 
consistent basis.” 

But, from his win last weekend, fans, 
friends and family members can tell that Tate 
has already proven he is a winner.

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Police probe city manager's suicide notes

“It must be my time to die!” 

This handwritten comment in a note from dis- 
traught Belleville City Manager Jeffrey Przygocki 
has raised more questions than it has answered 
for Belleville residents. 

City residents said they saw the 31-year-old city 
manager walking up and down the Main Street of 
Belleville with a legal pad writing what later 
turned out to be notes to family members and city 
officials only hours before he reportedly shot and 
killed himself in a wooded area last Monday 
night. 

The note listed above was addressed to the 
owner of a local business, along with four others, 
reportedly was found on Mr. Przygocki’s body by 
Michigan State Police, who are investigating the 
alleged suicide. 

The other letters went to Mayor Glenn Silvenis, 
City Attorney John Day and two family members. 

Mr. Przygocki’s letter to the mayor reportedly 
thanked him for his trust. “I think I lived up to it. 
But I just can’t take this type of abuse. I’m sorry if 
I let you down,” the city manager wrote. 

Mr. Przygocki’s note to the business owner also 
stated firmly “I didn’t do anything wrong. It was 
all supposed to be a joke. Chris (a temporary city 


clerk) helped plan and execute it.” 

Mr. Przygocki’s body was found by Belleville 
police, at the same time City Council members 
were listening to sexual harassment allegations 
being made against the city manager. 

The harassment issue stemmed from a “practi- 
cal joke” Mr. Przygocki reportedly had prepared 
on June 2 with the help of a temporary secretary. 
The secretary, according to Silvenis, “volun- 
teered to pose as a ‘mummy’ so that Jeff could 
take a photograph and use it to suggest to the 
other city employees to clean up the mess” in the 
City Hall storage area. 

The prank was a word play on a parent’s plea 
“Mommy (Mummy) wants you to clean your 
room.” 

To take on the appearance of a mummy, wit- 
nesses said, the temporary employee was 
wrapped in toilet paper from head to foot. She 
reportedly was fully clothed at the time. 

“This turned out to be a prime example of an 
idea that sounded good at the time, but was re- 
gretted in hindsight,” Silvenis said. 

At a City Hall press conference Tuesday, Sil- 
venis said, “Monday morning a person unknown 
but reported to (have been) workfing) for the city 
began a campaign of contacting all of the area 
news agencies.” 

The mayor said, “A group of city employees

was orchestrated to attend the regular City Coun- 
cil meeting and make charges or confront Jeff in 
front of TV cameras. 

“Throughout Monday, the media pressure con- 
tinued to build. Jeff became more concerned 
about how the nature of the charges that were 
rumored would affect his family and career,” Sil- 
venis said.

Valiant fight 

Hospice assists 
cancer patient

Connie McLain’s valiant fight for her life is 
coming to an end-and after years of surgery 
and chemotherapy, McLain has chosen to end 
the battle against her terminal illness on her 
own terms at home with her family. 

McLain suffers from a rare type of malignant 
tumor which is considered a form of lung can- 
cer. It developed in September 1991 as a small 
growth in her leg and later spread to her lungs. 
According to her husband, Mike McLain, less 
than 100 of these cases have been diagnosed in 
the United States. 

Throughout that time, McLain was seeking 
the help of physicians to aggressively treat this 
disease, until her last stay in the hospital in 
February 1993 when doctors said her illness 
was terminal. 

“As soon as they told me a cure wasn’t real- 
istic, I contacted Hospice (of Southeastern

Westland residents receive prison sentence for robbery

T he two remaining defendants in the August 
1993 murders of two Westland residents and two 
Gladwin County residents have been sentenced 
to serve not less than six years in prison nor more 
than 17 years. 

Paul Delbert Treece, 18, and Tammy LaCross, 
the 16-year-old daughter of one of the victims, 
plea bargained to the lesser charges of aimed 
robbery and felony firearms. Both were originally 
charged with four counts of open murder, armed 
robbery, felony firearms and arson. LaCross, who 
was sentenced as an adult, and Treece received a 
mandatory two years in prison on the firearms 


charges and four to 15 years in prison for the 
robbery charges. 

Their partners in crime, Charles Loran Treece, 
20, and Michael David Elliott, 20, were found 
guilty of four counts of first-degree premeditated 
felony murder, armed robbery, breaking and en- 
tering with intent to commit larceny, arson and 
felony firearms after jury trials in Gladwin 
County Circuit Court. The two defendants were 
sentenced on each of the separate counts' with a 
total prison term of five life sentences plus addi- 
tional years in prison. 

All four were convicted in connection with the 
deaths of Westland residents Kathy Rose-Lane. 
38, Bruce Tufnell, 33, and Gladwin County resi- 
dents Vicky Sue Currie 39 the mother of LaCross 


who lived with Tufnell’s cousin Mike Tufnell, 39, 
in the Bentley Township home where the victims’ 
bodies were found shot and burned. 

Mr. Tufnell and Mrs. Lane arrived at Mike 
Tufnell’s home during the evening hours of Aug. 
6, 1993 en route to a family reunion in Harrison, 
Mich., according to Carol Gillentine, a Westland 
neighbor and friend of the deceased. 

The fire was discovered by police at 7:11 a.m. 
the next morning, but due to the severity of the 
blaze, officials could not enter the home until late 
that evening, Gladwin County Sheriff Michael 
Hargrave said. 

The four victims were found shot and burned 
to death in what police believed to be a drug- 
related shooting, Hargrave said. 


Area house fire ignites in-depth police investigation

Inkster police and fire officials are investigat- 
ing an early-morning fire that caused heavy 
smoke and structural damage Thursday to a 
house located in the 27000 block of Florence. 

The homeowner, Earl Beanum. was the only 
occupant of the home when the fire broke out 
shortly before 4 a.m. He escaped without injury. 

Police have questioned a 30-year- old Inkster 
man, arrested behind an Inkster party store, 
about the fire. The man had phoned 9-11, they 
said, and informed the operator that there was a 
fire in progress on Florence. 

However, police found coin boxes, allegedly 
stolen from a nearby car wash, in the person’s car. 
He also admitted to police that he had stolen a 


license plate from a van in Romulus and had 
attached it to his vehicle. 

Police would not say whether the man. who 
resides on Irene Street in Inkster, was a suspect 
in the arson fire. He was turned over to Romulus 
police for questioning in the larcency of the li 
cense plate. 

According to Inkster police, investigators 
found a cloth like material doused in a flamma- 
ble liquid near the front window to the house. 
The front and side doors also had fiammables 
blocking the exits to the house. 

Beanum told police that he had been receiving 
threatening phone calls for about two weeks. He 
said the calls apparently were precipitated by an 
incident which involved the sale of some tools. 

Beanum explained that a friend had been visit 
ing him when a subject offered to sell him a 


■"hammer chisel” type tool. When Beanum re- 
jected the offer, the subject then successfully ne 
gotiated the sale to the friend for $100. The friend 
left the tool in Beanum’s care. 

A few days later, a woman called saying that 
she was the friend’s sister and that her brother 
"needed the money to get out of jail.” Beanum 
told police that he didn’t hear from the sister 
until May 5 when two women and a male came to 
the house and demanded the $100. 

Beanum said that he gave the trio the $100, but 
they wanted an additional $500 to post bond for 
the brother. When Beanum refused to give them 
the money, the three left the house. 

Shortly after the incident Beanum said, he and 
his wife began receiving threatening phone calls.

The mayor also said since 
Mr. Przygocki had taken over 
as city manager, numerous 
budget cuts, layoffs and shifts 
of job responsibility took place 
and “some employees were not 
happy with the changes.” Part 
of the investigation was con- 
centrated on determining if 
those factors had anything to 
do with the city manager’s sui- 
cide, the mayor said. “Jeff felt 
that in cases like this, the alle- 
gations and rumors could 
never be pushed aside by the 
truth,” the mayor continued. 
“Mr. Przygocki’s sense of 
humor was exceeded only by 
his integrity. 

“Some said the other 
notes stated. “Jeff felt his ca- 
reer was over. * 

“His brother. Mark, who 
works for the Taylor School 
District, said he just returned 
home Monday, when he re- 
ceived a phone call from a me- 


dia representative asking, 
“What can you tell me about 
your brother’s death?” 

He said he knew nothing 
of his brother’s death at the 
time. “I felt it would have been 
a lot more dignified, if I had 
gotten the initial news from a 
family member.” 

In his statement to the 
press, Mark Przygocki said, 
“Those who knew and loved 
Jeff hope that he has found the 
peace of mind that has eluded 
him in the past few days.” He 
also asked the press to “re- 
spect our family’s privacy as 
we struggle to heal.” 

Przygocki said that the 
stress of the phone campaign 
may have had some impact on 
his brother’s death. “That (the 
phone campaign) might have 
put the bullets in the gun, but 
unfortunately, it was my 
brother who pulled the trigger. 

“Silvenis said the city 
hoped that some press repre- 
sentatives would be able to 
help them identify the caller 
or callers who contacted the 
media last week. 


Mr. Przygocki is survived 
by his wife, Caroline G. 
(Hogue) Przygocki; a son, 
Adam J.; his parents. Walter J. 
and Delphine H. (Kasnicki) 
Przygocki of Taylor; and three 
brothers. Mark of Taylor. Brian 
of Canton Township and David 
of Oklahoma. 

In addition to being Be- 
lleville City Manager, he also 
served as president of the Be- 
lleville Area Central Business 
Community and was a member 
of the Belleville Rotary Club. 

His funeral was con- 
ducted at the First United 
Methodist Church of Be- 
lleville. The Rev. R. LaVere 
Webster, pastor of the church, 
and The Rev. William Fisher of 
St. Joseph Catholic Church in 
Monroe officiated. Interment 
was in Mt. Carmel Cemetery of 
Wyandotte. Arrangements 
were completed by the David 
C. Brown Funeral Home. 

The family recommends 
that memorial contributions 
be sent to the Adam Przygocki 
Scholarship Fund.

About 11:30 p.m. Wednesday, 
Beanum said he heard some- 
one at the back door and went 
to investigate. He did not see 
or find anything. Then, around 
3:25 a.m. Thursday, he said he 
smelled smoke and thought he 
may have left something on the 


stove. He got up and spotted 
the fire and ran out of the 
house. 

In the meantime, police re- 
sponding to the scene saw a 
subject behind the party store 
in the 3700 block of Inkster 
Road who admitted that he 
was driving on Florence and 
saw the fire and phoned 9-1-1. 
Police found coin boxes in the 
subject’s vehicle and, after he 


admitted stealing a license 
plate from a Romulus van, he 
was turned over to Romulus 
police for questioning. 

The arson and case remain 
under investigation, police 
said.

Michigan). You need support 
right away. It’s best to get to 
know your social worker and 
nurse before you become re- 
ally ill,” McLain said. 

Hospice services provides 
terminally ill patients with ei 
ther home, hospital or nursing 
home care which focuses on 
patient comfort and emotional 
support of patient and family, 
rather than sometimes painful 
aggressive medical treatments 
used to prolong life. However, 
some treatments are allowed if 
agreed upon by the patient, cli- 


nician and caregivers. 

“Hospice is for people with 
limited life expectancy. Some 
outlive their life expectancy 
because they feel better. 
They’re getting what they need 
to be comfortable and they 
want to live. They’re not re- 
ceiving treatment that hurts 
their body,” McLain’s nurse 
Jilda Macuga said. 

“Working at a hospital, I see 
resistance from some of the 
physicians to enroll in hos- 
pice. They want to keep treat- 
ing the patients,” Mike 
McClain said. 

Doctors could not provide 
McLain with a life expectancy 
and, Macuga said, some pa- 


tients have remained on the 
hospice program up to 5 years. 

McLain, whose husband 
works at a local hospital, de- 
cided she’d rather spend the 
remainder of her time enjoy- 
ing life to the fullest. Today 
McLain works full-time as a le- 
gal assistant at Brooks and 
Cushman Law Firm in South- 
field. Her employers, she said, 
are very understanding of her 
illness. 

Hospice provides counsel- 
ing services for family mem- 
bers before and after the 
death of a patient. Currently, 
the couple’s daughter is going 
through grief support classes.

The Romulus school trustee 
contest next Monday offers the 
classic confrontation between 
two long-term school board 
members, Mary Kingand Ed 
Wllkerson. against two friendly 
but determined school activ- 
ists, Judle Gondek and Julie 
Oleszkowicz. 

The contest has been ex- 
tremely quiet with no official 
candidates’ nights scheduled, 
no press releases ft'om either 
side and no outlandish cries of 
revolt from the challengers 
Actually, the biggest noise 
in the campaign was directed 
at Lansing with the enactment 
of massive millage cuts 
through Proposal A that left 
many school districts (partic- 
ularly former out-of-formula 
districts such as Romulus) in 
tough financial straits. 

Wilkerson, one of the more 
outspoken and independent 


trustees, and King, an award 
winning school board member, 
deserve new terms. 

But, if Romulus voters de- 
cide that 12 years on the board 
is enough for anyone, then ei 
ther challenger would fit in 
the district belt- tightening 
plan that probably will in- 
clude some staff layoffs, cur 
r i c u 1 u m changes and 
alternative computer software 
modifications. 

Earlier voters gave the dis- 
trict a tremendous technology 
cal shot in the arm as it 
prepares for the 21st century. 

To balance that investment, 
voters should use the remain- 
ing days of the campaign to ac- 
quaint themselves with the 
four positions of the candi- 
dates and decide whether 
King and Wilkerson deserve 
the recommended four-year 
additional term or whether as 
the challengers state “it’s time 
for a change.” 

We find this request ludi 
crous at best in this time of fi- 
nancial crisis in the city. We 
cannot recommend anything 
other than a resounding NO 
vote for this capricious and 
foolhardy exercise in emo- 
tional blackmail. The vocal 
proponents of this 1-mill ex- 
pense have bullied, threat 
ened and cajoled the members 
of the city council into this pre- 
posterous question. We can 
only hope that voters will see 
through the emotion to the 
logic and that the voice of rea- 
son will be heard at the ballot 
box. This is a crucial issue for 
Romulus at this time. A NO 
vote is necessary to protect 
this city from a foolhardy and 
fiscally irresponsible course of 
action. 

VAN BUREN 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 

We believe incumbents 
David Peer and Susan Ward- 
Callahan will best serve the 
needs of the district in the 
June 13 Van Buren School Dis- 


trict election. 

Although their two chal 
lengers, Janice Welt and Linda 
Mandell, are well qualified for 
the posts, the experience and 
past performance of both in- 
cumbents merit another term 
in office for each.

In the Westwood School Dis- 
trict - one and only one candi- 
date stands out, and she is the 
incumbent Luisa R. Dontried, 
who is presently serving as the 
board treasurer. With a deep 
concern about the children in 
the school district and activity 
promoting programs that will 
improve the core curriculum, 
voters should have no diffi- 
culty reelecting Donfried to 
her third consecutive term. 

In Inkster, however, it defi 
nitely is time for a change. And 
the Rev. Earl Truss provides an 
opportunity for the school dis- 
trict to make that change.

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the odds were against him finding a Shake- 
spearian teaching job, his lucked changed 
in 1976. A friend called him and asked if he 
would be interested in teaching Shake- 
speare at the Selfridge Air National Guard 
Base. 

“I called the guy in charge up there, and 
he said these are soldiers who are getting 
their college degree at night, and I said 
‘This is the exact audience I was looking 
for,’ so I accepted the job,” Burnstein said. 
“The military was the furthest thing from a 
regular classroom, but it was the ideal chal- 
lenge for me.” 

When he first arrived on the base, Burns- 
tein said he couldn’t find his assigned post 
which is also revealed in the movie. 

“There were young to old soldiers wait- 
ing for me in this hot, non-air conditioned 
room,” Burnstein said. “I told them we were 
going to read Shakespeare. They looked at 
me and said ‘Is it all going to be trans- 
lated.’” 

In the late 1970s, Burnstein intensified 
his writing career by working on scripts for 
television. 

“Right away I had success out there,” 
Burnstein said. “I had a television movie 
picked up by CBS and Timothy Hutton was 
going to star in. About three weeks from 
shooting, however, they hadn’t signed Timo- 
thy Hutton yet. It didn’t get made. So, I dis- 
appeared.” 

Burnstein said a friend of his, Kurt 
Luedtke, who had left journalism to go into 
television had just made “a little picture” 
called Absence of Malice, and suggested 
Burnstein write a script about his experi- 
ence teaching soldiers. 

“He said, ‘As long as you’re going to suf- 
fer in this business, suffer at a higher rate,’” 
Burnstein said. “I was so mad at television 
that I would do anything to get out of televi- 
sion. So, I went back to theater where I was 
originally trained. 

“Kurt said, ‘If you come up with a story, I 
will option it in advance so you will have 
some money to write it.’

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t’s a story about the unex- 
pected. Young men sign up 
for the Army hoping to serve 
their country, but they end 
up learning Shakespeare 
from an out of work Detroit 
advertising executive. 

This comic tale describes 
the new movie Renaissance 
Man which is written by De- 
troit native Jim Burnstein. 
Directed by Penny Mar 
shall, the film stars Danny 
DeVito, Gregory Hines, Lillo 
Brancato and Marky Mark. 

Renaissance Man is based on the true life 
story of Burnstein who graduated from the 
University of Michigan with a bachelor of 
arts and a master’s degree in English litera- 
ture.

“I loved it, but I was committed at the 
time to going to law school,” Burnstein said. 
“So, I went to law school. But, on the way to 
the University of Wisconsin with my wife in 
the car I asked myself, ‘What am I doing this 
for when I want to teach Shakespeare. 

“I went one semester, and then decided 
to get my master’s degree in English litera- 
ture.” 

Burnstein said his goal was to teach 
Shakespeare but not to the average middle 
class person who has high expectations of 
obtaining an education. 

“I wanted to teach it to people who never 
expected to be reading it,” Burnstein said. 
“I tried to volunteer when I got of graduate 
school to teach Shakespeare. I think I went 
to the Birmingham Community Center and 
asked if I could teach Shakespeare to se- 
nior citizens. They said, ‘Well that sounds 
great, but could you teach macraine in- 
stead?”

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Man faces reckless driving

Driver walks from tree crash

A fiR year old Inkster man 
wlio witnesses said deliber- 
itely drove his vehicle into 
children playing on a sidewalk 
was bound over for trial 
Wednesday on charges of reck- 
less driving and leaving the 
cene of an injury accident. 

Judge Richard Hammer, 
who heard the case against Al- 
vin Little, modified the origi- 
nal charge against the 
defendant after hearing testi- 
mony from the six victims who 
testified during the two-hour 
examination conducted in 
22nd District Court. 

Hammer said that the 
Wayne County assistant pros- 
ecutor failed to show there 
was deliberate intent by the 
defendant to run down the 
children and that the original 
charge of felonious assault 
would be reduced to reckless 
driving. 

Little was bound over to Re- 
corder’s Court for trial after 
the hearing, and his arraign- 
ment in the higher court was 
scheduled for 9 a.m. June 22. 
The defendant was released 
on a $3. r >.()00 personal bond. 

During court testimony, wit- 
nesses told the court that Lit- 
tle drove his vehicle on to the 
curb and directly at the chil- 
dren, who were standing on 
the sidewalk and the front 
yard at the southwest corner of 
Hazelwood and Western 


Street. 

The incident occurred 
around <3:30 p.m. on May 17. 

Greg Edison. 18, one of the 
victims who suffered an injury 
to his left knee when he leaped 
from the path of the vehicle, 
related that after the drivel 
plowed into the victim. "He 
(the driver) looked back and 
laughed and kept going.’ 

Five others: David Tabb, 14: 
Almonzo Brown. 11: Chester 
Strayhorn 14; Clarence Scott. 
14 and Leonard Wyne, 14. also 
were injured during the inci- 
dent. Tabb was rushed to An- 
napolis Hospital in Wayne 
where he was treated and re- 
leased for bruises and lacera- 
t i o n s , while Strayhorn 
sustained a left hip injury and 
was treated in Garden City 
Hospital. 

Little was arrested shortly 
afterward when a witness who 
had observed the chain of 
events leading to the mayhem 
from his porch, jumped into 
his car and followed the dt . jn 
dant’s vehicle. The witness 
managed to get the defendant’s 
license number and give it to 
the police. 

Leaving the scene’ of a per- 
sonal injury accident is a fel- 
ony that is punishable by five 
years in prison. 

Arnold Reid, Little’s attor- 
ney, said that he was pleased 
that he was able to get the orig- 
inal charges against his client 
dismissed. 

“Obviously we are pleased 


that the court dismissed the 
charges,’’ Reid said. “There 
was no evidence presented to 
show any deliberate intent to 
run those kids down by who- 
ever drove that car. And. accor- 
ding to what the witnesses said 
in court, they didn't know Mr. 
Little before this incident oc- 
curred. 

“When I asked them (wit- 
nesses) if they knew Mr. Little, 
(before the accident) each rep- 
lied No.’” 

However, according to a Ha- 
zelwood Street resident, the 
defendant apparently has had 
problems with youthd in the 
neighborhood. The resident 
said that someone had re- 
cently vandalized the defen 
dant’s car, and he was angry 
over the incident 

Speaking on a condition of 
anonymity, the resident said 
that "Mr. Little may have 
thought those kids did the van- 
dalism. That doesn’t justify 
running anyone down. But I 
ca*- see why someone could be 
very angry over it.” 

According to a court offi- 
cials, the six teen witnesses 
also had to be verbally repri 
manded for their actions in- 
side the 22nd District Court on 
Wednesday. They apparently 
tampered with some papers in- 
side a room they were waiting 
in, and at least one of the wit- 
nesses may have tampered 
with a vehicle parked in the 
court lot, a source said on 
Thursday.

After four drafts. Burnstein 
said he completed his final 
script. His big break came in 
1987. 

“I had an agent in Los An- 
geles from the television days 
who I thought was good, but 
when he left, he put my new 
screenplay Renaissance Man 
on the desk of Stu Robinson 
who is a very significant 
writer’s agent,” Burnstein said. 
“Stu doesn’t know why this was 
put on his desk, but he calls me 
up and says ‘I don’t know who 
you are or where you are, but 
from now on I represent you.’” 

As a result of writing Renais- 
sance Man, Bumstein’s reputa- 
tion as a writer began to grow 
in Hollywood.

John Glenn High School As- 
sistant Principal Michael Her- 
man Bartley, who is accused of 
taking $55 from the high school 
office safe after hours, was ar- 
raigned on charges of larceny 
from a building in Westland 
18th District Court Thursday. 

Bartley, a 39-year-old De- 
troit resident, has been em- 
ployed with the Wayne- 
Westland School District since 
his departure as assistant 


principal from a Detroit public 
middle school, according to 
district Assistant Superinten- 
dent Gary Dell. 

Bartley resigned from his 
position at Cerveny Middle 
School in Detroit aftter being 
suspended when a written 
complaint was filed against 
him for allegedly using exces- 
sive force against a student. 
According to Detroit school of- 
ficials, Bartley did not request 
a tenure hearing and was sus- 
pended from his position by 
the Detroit School Board. He 


submitted his resignation 
Sept. 13, 1993. 

According to Wayne-West- 
land School Board President 
Francis Winter, Wayne-West- 
land Superin tendant of 
Schools Dr. Larry Thomas noti- 
fied board members that Bar- 
tley had been suspended from 
the Detroit school. 

“I said ... it’s not in our best 
interest to hire a person that 
has been suspended from an- 
other district. He also was not 
certified as a secondary 
teacher,” Winter said. 


Winter said Bartley was 
later certified, but added that 
he told Thomas that, “a cloud 
would be over Mr. Bartley 
when he came to the district,” 
because of the suspension. 

Bartley, who was released 
on a $5,000 personal condi- 
tional bond, is not allowed to 
return to the school while un- 
der suspension by the district. 
Bartley was “relieved of his 
duties” at the school following 
the discovery of the alleged 
crime on video tape.
